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Home escape 
planning critical 
to saving lives 

Knowing that today’s 
homes bum faster than ever, 
the National Fire Protec¬ 
tion Association (NFPA) 
announced “Every Second 
Counts: Plan Two Ways Out” 
as the official theme for this 
year’s Fire Prevention Week 
campaign, October 8-14. Ex¬ 
perts say you may have as 
little as two minutes (or even 
less) to safely escape a typi¬ 
cal home fire from the time 
the smoke alarm sounds. 

“Modern home furnish¬ 
ings, along with the fact that 
newer homes tend to be built 
with more open spaces and 
unprotected lightweight con¬ 
struction, all contribute to 
an increased rate at which 
home fires burn,” said Lor¬ 
raine Carli, vice president of 
Outreach and Advocacy at 
NFPA. “These factors make 
home escape planning and 
practice critical.” 

Meanwhile, a national 
survey recently conducted 
by NFPA shows that Ameri¬ 
cans continue to have many 
misperceptions around home 
escape planning and practice: 

Less than half of Ameri¬ 
cans (48 percent) know that 
the correct components of a 
home fire escape plan include 
working smoke alarms, two 
ways out of each room and an 
outside meeting place. 

Nearly one quarter of 
Americans (23 percent) do 
not know that each room in 
the home should have at least 
two exits. 

Close to three in five 
Americans (57 percent) think

“Home is the place peo¬ 


ple are at greatest risk of fire, 
but ironically it’s the place 
they feel safest from it,” said 
Carli. “That over-confidence 
may contribute to the public’s 
continued lack of awareness 
around home escape planning 


and practice.” 

“In a fire situation, a 
practiced home escape plan 
ensures that everyone knows 
what to do if the smoke alarm 
sounds and how to use that 
time wisely,” Carli said.

Some cultures make haste with the 
funeral and burial rites, requiring the body to be buried 
within 24 hours after death. There is undoubtedly wisdom 
in such practices, as it allows the mourners to get back to 
their lives quickly, but there is no single right answer for 
these things. Situations vary, and some people need more 
time to grieve than others. Stop the clocks, turn off the 
phone, and mourn, but realize that life does indeed go on.

Howdy Folks! It may be 
a dreary Monday morning but 
we are thankful for the rainfall 
that has caused the cloudiness 
and fog! Our rain gauge 
registered nearly two inches of 
rain from the weekend showers. 
Thankfully, predictions for 
heavy rains, wind and storms 
did not materialize! Lots of 
folks are engaging in a routine 
Monday, but many schools, 
businesses and government 
agencies are closed for 
Columbus Day which gives 
them an opportunity to catch 
some extra sleep! But whether 
you are working or have the 
day off, enjoy! 

We hope that folks are 
enjoying using the new 
recycling trailers but old habits 
are hard to break, especially 
bad habits concerning the 
proper usage of these and all 
the recycling trailers! Even 
though two of these trailers are 
larger, the boxes still need to 
be flattened after the packing 
material has been removed. 
Any type of Styrofoam needs 
to be disposed, but paper or 
cardboard packing can be 
thrown into the trailer to be 
recycled. Many times we have 
encountered a larger box filled 
with flattened boxes. In this 
situation, the flattened boxes 
need to be thrown into the 
trailer and the ‘carrying box’ 
needs to be flattened also. 
Sometimes items are shipped 
with bubble wrap or air pillows 
for protection. This material is 
not recyclable, but it is reusable 
and there is a box in the lobby 
of the Brooksville Post Office 
for this type of material, 
known as the “Bubble Wrap 
Bank - Deposit or Withdraw”! 
With the holidays around the 
comer, many folks make use 
of this plastic when mailing 
their Christmas gifts and it is 
free to anyone for re-use! 

Also located in the 
Brooksville and Augusta Post 
Office lobbies are blue plastic 
containers for recycling junk 
mail, catalogs, newspapers, 
aluminum cans, plastic bottles 


and on occasion, we have gotten 
glass bottles in the containers! 
We urge postal patrons to 
make use of these recycling 
bins which are conveniently 
located. In Augusta, the bin is 
below the bulletin board and in 
Brooksville, it is to the left of 
the trash can. Please use these 
two bins instead of throwing 
away the above listed items! 

Dumpsters continue to be 
available for Bracken County 
citizens to use free of charge 
but there are some restrictions 
on the type of trash that can be 
thrown into these containers. 
If you have any questions, 
please call our office at 735- 
9960 and leave a message. 
Absolutely no closed dmms, 
liquids including pesticides, 
oil, antifreeze, and paint can 
be disposed and no bmsh. 
Paint that has been solidified 
by various methods can be 
disposed, but the paint must 
not be in liquid form! These 
mles apply to all dumpsters 
that the Mason County Landfill 
or Rumpke rent and are not 
just stipulations for Bracken 
County! Please observe the 
regulations to keep the grant 
program in good standing! You 
and your cooperation are the 
most necessary component of 
the success of this endeavor! 

Recently we received 
a call regarding computers. 
Our office has an ongoing e- 
scrap recycling program that 
accepts electronic equipment 
and components associated 
with computers. E-scrap can 
be dropped off at our Office of 
Solid Waste Management BUT 
under no circumstances can 
we accept TV’s! These must 
be disposed with Rumpke or 
they can be put into the “grant 
dumpsters” currently at the 
188 Hamilton Road location. 
In closing, Columbus Day 
gives us a chance to pause with 
continued prayers that God will 
bless this country as we do our 
part to make it a better place by 
RECYCLING, REUSING and 
REDUCING to keep His earth 
clean, green and beautiful! Be 
seein’ you - Bin & Bug.
